Narrowly missing a dangerous 
fock with what a space official 
called "divine guidance," Sur* 
veyor 1 settled down gently.on 
the moon Tuesday night and 
televised the wildest esene yef 
found by U.S, lunar probes. 


The three-legged craft, last of 


a $SOO«mllllon series which has 
already certified four equatorial 
sites as safe for astronaut land* 
Ing, was on a purely scientific 
mission to the 15,000-fool crater 
Tyeho near the south*cehtral 
edge of the lunar disc. 


Given at best a 43 per cent 


chance 
of suiicess, the 
un- 


manned Surveyor 7 surprised 
scientists by making an almost 
flat landing on a crater-pocked, 
boulder*strewn plateau not far 
from a ragged ridge 18 miles 
north of Tycho's rim. 


Between the craft and the rim 


was a desolate scene, reminis- 
cent of the crater Copernicus 
photographed earlier by lunar 
orblters. 


Pictures televised shortly aft- 


er touchdown showed a land- 
scape littered with rocks ejected 
from miles deep when the 50- 
mile wide Tycho was formed by 
a meteor Impact ages ago. 


One of the craft's three pad- 


ded feet was only a fraction of 


Atlanta metropolitan area as 
Ice-coated tree limbs crashed 
down, dragging utility lines with 
them. 


Far to the West the same 


storm system met a wave of 
cold weather in the southern 
plains and glazed portions of 
Texas and Oklahoma. Much of 
Texas still had not recovered

kansas Supreme Court, was de- 
feated in the 1966 General Elec- 
tion by Winthrop Rockefeller, 
who becamo Arkansas' first Re- 
publican governor since Recon- 
struction. He had served in the 
state legislature before his ejec- 
tion to the Supreme Court, 


Johnson flew here over the 


weekend for a meeting with top 
Wallace supporters, but there 
were no news reports about the 
meeting, 
and Johnson 
hadn't 


commented on what took place. 


The fiery segregationist, who 


affects an evangelistic style on 
the campaign trail, was known 
to be a Wallace supporter, and 
there had been strong indjca* 
tions that he would assume 
leadership of Wallace's Arkam 
sas campaign if it were offered 
to him, 


He has bolted 
his party's 


ranks once previously. In 1964, 
while serving on the Supreme 
Coyrt, he went on television to 
endorse the candidacy of Re?

Serial numbers and other in- 


formation on about 50,000 stolen 
securities are being fed into a 
computer that can deliver the 
information within minutes to 
thousands of banks and police 
agencies across the nation, 


The computer is part of the 


National 
Grime 
information 


Center and Is operated by the 
FBI. 


Although no government or 


private agency could supply any 
figures on the value of the .se- 
curities stolen annually, Justice 
Department sources said Tues- 
day 
that even a single theft 


could net more than a million 
dollars. 


Many stolen securities wind 


up in banks as collateral for 
loans. The banks do not learn 
the collateral has been stolen 
until months after granting the 
loan when, having received no 
payments, they try to sell the 
security. 


The government is a big loser 


too. Justice Department figures 
show the government alone sus- 
tains about 2,000 losses a month, 
mostly in savings bonds. 


The Secret Service, which 


investigates stolen government 
securities—but only after they 
have 
been 
cashed—says the 


value of bonds reported stolen 
now stands at about $20 million. 


A Secret Service official told 


The 
Associated Press these 


thefts "are a real concern to us. 
Years ago burglars would throw 
these bonds away. But now they 
are being fenced in rather large 
quantities 
through 
underworld 


channels. They come to our at- 
tention in large amounts." 


He said some criminals use 


elaborate schemes to dispose of 
stolen securities. 


Tliis month the FBI began 


placing information on stolen 
securities into its computer, 
starting with about 50,000 items. 


Once the system is fully oper- 


ative any bank faced with cash- 
ing bonds it believes may have 
been stolen—or with accepting 
securities as loan collateral- 
will be able to check with Its lo-

in Brooklyn said the death oc- 
curred at 4:35 a.m. and attribut- 
ed it to the "pumping capacity 
of the transplanted heart and 
the poor condition of the lungs 
due to the patient's long stand- 
Ing heart disease." 


A hospital statement said, "It 


is with a deep sense of regret 
that we must report the loss of 
our heart transplant patient. He 
was a brave and courageous 
man whose only real opportuni- 
ty for life was through this 
procedure." 


Block, a 57-year-old retired 


fireman, was put on the hospi- 
tal's critical list at 12:40 a.m. 
when the hospital noted doctors 
were having "difficulty in main- 
taining his blood pressure." He 
was 
reported in "reasonably 


satisfactory condition" shortly 
after the surgery. 


The hospital released word of 


the death at about 6:30 a.m. Its 
statement said, "It was an inva- 
luable effort by the medical 
team" headed by Dr, Adrian 
Kantrowitz—the second 
trans- 


plant the team has performed. 


It was the fifth such operation 


in 37 days. "Much lias been 
learned from this experience 
and we still hold out great hope 
for this procedure in patients 
with severe heart disease," said 
the statement, 


KantrowJtz, speaking to news- 


men after the 8-hour-an1-20- 
minute operation, indicated that 
th; relative size of the two 
hearts—donor's and recipient's 
•^could cause difficulty, "W« 
have had sonw problems," he 
said.
